CHILD WELFARE = 
INSTITUTE 


Successful Sessions at Red 
Deer.Monday and 
Tuesday 


A keen interest was taken in the 
Child Welfare Institute which was held 
in the Methodist Church last week. On 
Tuesday afternoon the Sunday School 
hall was filledsto its capacity and the 
evening sessions held in the Auditor- 
ium of the church were also well at- 
tended. 

The subject of Child Welfare makes 
an appeal of special interest to mothers, 
but the Secretary, Rev. E. S. Bishop, 
proved beyond question that the work 
in which he is engaged is “a man’s 
job.” 

If the men of the community had 
been as fully represented as the occa- 
sion demanded, the success of the In- 
stitute would have been greater, but 
us it was, the undertaking was fully 
justified in the interest that has been 
aroused in the welfare of the coming 
generation. , ; 

Mayor Lord, who acted as chairman 
at the opening session, spoke of the 
effort of the Council to revive and en- 
force the Curfew by-law, and in a few 
timely remarks indicated the necessity 
of fathers taking their falr share of 
responsibility in the training of child- 
ren. 

Miss Goudie read a very interesting 
and instructive paper on “What the 
community owes to its children.” 

The care of the health of the child- 
ren is a matter of great importance. 
The children should not be handicapp- 
ed by disease, and legal steps should 
be taken to prevent those who are un- 
fitted to discharge the sacred respon- 
sibilities of parenthood from marrying. 

The prime factor in the solution of 
our problems. is the education ‘of the 
children and the school curriculum 
should provide for the training of girls 
in domestic science and the care and 
proper treatment of babies. The stan- 
dard of prosperity is not to be found 
in the development of what is ordin- 
arily defined as our natural resources, 
but in the number of prosperous homes 
and happy well-trained children. The 
1omes should be furnished with good 
literature, and to bequeath a lot of 
books to one’s children may be of more 
value than to leave them a fertune. 

Not only should the homes be cared 
for in the interest of children, but the 
Beneral conditions in the town should 
be favorable also. The streets should 
be wide and clean and ample play 
grounds should be provided. 

Practical civics should be taught and 
the children should be impressed with 
a respect for other people's property. 
There should be co-operation between 
the parents and teachers, and in this 
connection a very cordial invitation 
was extended to the public to attend 
any of the sessions of the school. 

Miss Goudie, with characteristic 
humor, insisted that it was really the 
business of the schools to educate the 
children, and the children should be 
induced to such habits of study that 
they will be fitted for the responsibil- 
ities of their future lives as citizens. 
Dealing with the question that there is 
a danger of breaking the spirit of the 
children, she referred to her experience 
in teaching in Scotland. The Scottish 
children had not suffered from the rig- 
orous system in vogue there: it was 
wonderful how these “imps of Satan 
could grow up into good, holy, Presby- 
terians.” 

“Child Welfare, a national issue,” 
was the subject of a very practical and 
stimulating address by Rev. Edward 
S. Bishop. He pointed out the urgent 
necessity that men should interest 
themselves in the problem of child 
welfare. He contended earnestly that 
the children have rights which must 
be respected: the right to be well-

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born, the right to live and the right.to 
proper protection in their development. 
A second reason why all should be in- 
terested was to-be found in the value 
of the children to the life of the na- 
tion. They are the nation’s greatest 
asset, yet governments, as a rule, have 
been more interested in the care of 
calves and hogs than in the. welfare of 
the children. That~-the nation suffers 
inestimable loss when children die 
needlessly was illustrated by a striking 
story of a doctor who was called late 
at night to visit a sick child. In the 
faithful discharge of his duties as a 
physician, he went through storm and 
mud and the result of his self-sacrific- 
ing toil was that there was saved to 
the nation no less a persunage than 
David Lioyd-George, Premier of Great 
Britain. Statistics of child mortality 
were given and it was pointed out 
that London, with allits slums, had an 
exceedingly low death rate, owing to 
the fact that preventive measures have 
been taken to protect the lives of the 
children. If similar measures had been 
tnken throughout Britain from 1872 to 
1899 it is estimated that at the out- 
break of the war the man-power of 
Britain would have been increased by 
1,600,000 males, a figure correspond- 
ing with the size of the army which 
the United States had put into the fleld 
and turned the tide of war against the 
Germans. The United. States had 
taken a leading place in the develop- 
ment of child welfare. A survey tuken 
in 1911 disclosed the fact that 300,000 
children under five years of age died 
annually from causes which could be 
cured. Immediately in 1912 the United 
States government organized a Child 
Welfare Bureau under the direction of 
Julia Luthrop. When the war broke 
out it was discovered that one-third of 
the man-power of military age were 
not physically fit for military service. 
With an outlay of $275,000, a vigorous 
publicity and educational campaign 
had been organized and the death rate 
among children has been materially 
reduced, The effort to save 100,000 
ves of children during 1918 has arous- 
ed nation-wide interest and it is ex- 
pected the objective will be more than 
realized. lt is estimated in Canada 
that 30,000 babies die annually from 
preventable causes, and in Alberta 
alone 1,300 children die needlessly 
every year. It is a startling fact that 
each year in this Province a whole 
town is buried, yet in spite of this we 
have regular medical inspection of the 
schools only in the two largest cities 
of the province, and 3,500 out of 3,700 
schools are without medical inspection. 


Tuesday Afternoon 


The chairman, Mr. G. W. Smith, de- 
plored the defects of eyesight, of phy- 
sical form and of breathing in’ many 
children, which he attributed largely 
to faulty position in school. ; 

Mr. Sparks, in speaking on the pro- 
blem of a pure milk supply, said that 
the Metropolitian, Life Insurance Co. 
had found the death rate among their 
constituents reduced since they had 
been distributing life health literature, 
Milk was liable to contamination by 
dust from hay, from the roof and the 
floor of the cow-house and from ex- 
creta, by the hands of the milker, and 
by dust from his clothing, by contam- 
ination carried from cow to cow. Sep- 
arating milk helped to clean it and the 
bottle system was better than the old 
method of distribution. Epidemics 
were sometimes traceable to the milk 
supply, but pasteurization destroyed 
the harmful bacteria. The solution of 
the problem demands education in the 
hygiene of milk, thorough dairy inspec- 
tion, inspection of the milkers, bottling 
of milk at dairies and a.good water 
supply. 

Dr. MecCrostie’s paper was read by 
Dr. Mrs. MeCrostie. The care of the 
teeth involved the management of the 
child as well as that of the teeth.

Crowded teeth 
might be corrected by appliances or 
by extraction, the latter not to be used 
were avoidable before the age of 
fourteen as the jaw had not up to then 
made its full growth. Hard food was 
better for the health of the teeth than 
much soft food. Hurd food was a nat- 
ural cleanser. Good teeth were neces- 
sary to mastication, digestion, assimil- 
ation, nutrition, health, and without 
health, what was life? 

Dr. Parsons: Venereal Diseases and 
Child Life. The Doctor was glad that 
it was now possible to speak on the sub- 
ject like this before a mixed audience. 
There had been too much mock mod- 
esty about it in times past. Syphillis- 
was communicable only by direct con- 
tact. The period of incubation was 
from two to six months. Then came 
un eruption affecting the skin and the 
mucons membrane, disappearing later. 
In the third stage the deeper tissues 
were affected, and aneurisms were 
formed which, if in the lungs, were 
likely to prove fatal, so thut a patient 
without treatment was in a dangerous 
plight. Children might become syhili- 
tic by inheritance or by contracting the 
disease; in the latter case: from an in- 
fected mother or nurse, from vaccine 
taken from an infected person, from 
circumcision by  unsterilized instru- 
ments, ete. Children who inherit sy- 
philis rarely thrive and perhaps half 
of them die. Gonorrhea was com- 
jmunicable by persons, or by baths, 
towels, ete., used by infected persons. It 
was responsible for 30 per cent of the 
blindness in Canada. ‘It was import- 
ant to know that these diseases might 
be contracted innocently. Prevention 
lies in educating the people till the 
government was forced to pass suffi- 
ciently drastic legislation, in facilit- 
ating treatment, in educating the moral 

sense of the people. 

Mr. Bishop called attention to the 
frequency of tuberculosis in boys 
who were kept with cows or fed oa 
their milk, proving the spread of the 
disease among cows. Two hundred and 
fifty children had died in Alberta in 
1917 from pneumonia, as a result of 
measles. People must insist on strict 
quarantine. He had been told.there were 
50000 cases of venereal diseases at large 
in Alberta now. What a howl would 
go up if 50,000 small-pox patients were 
running around loose? He emphasized 
the need of instructing our boys and 
girls in sex hygiene, and spoke of the 
great danger from venereal diseases. 


Tuesday Evening 


On Tuesday evening, Mr. C. D. 
Locke, Principal uf the Schools, gave 
an address on “Co-operation of the 
school with the parents,” and Mr. A. L. 
Marks, of Edmonton, gave a very im- 
pressive messa on boy's work. Mr. 
Marks also adressed a rally of the boys 
of the teen-age along the lines of the 
Canadian Standard Efficiency Tests, 
and it is expected that as a result of 
his visit, the work among boys will be 
greatly stimulated. 

Principal Locke dealt with the re- 
ligious, moral, mental and _ physical 
sides of education of the boys and 
girls. The religious teaching. was a 
vexed question in schools, and they 
geenrally avoided it. The moral edu- 
cation was rather neglected by parents 
and by some teachers, owing to pres- 
sure of other claims: there was too 
much carelessness in training the 
children on this line. Sex hygienie 
dealt with both physical and moral, 
and here the wise parent was the best 
teacher. On mental development, Mr. 
Locke urged the parents to co-operate 
in home-work. The home-work was 
not given for the information to be

Annual: flowers succeed exception- 
ally well in nearly all-parts of Can- 
ada.

In addition, they have been 
improved and increased in size, form 
and color by the plant hybridist and 
by the seedsman, so that today they 
have almost. reached perfection. In 
one hundred years or less they have 
made as much advance as most other 
forms of life have made in several 
thousand. The “poor man’s orchid” 
is the descriptive term for the mod- 
ern sweet pea, and the term is legiti- 
mate, because the sweet pea of today 
is wonderful. It is a new creation as 
compared with the sweet pea of a 
century ago. The same is true of 
many other annuals. 

The favorite annuals are those 
which can be depended upon to give 
results. The final results will depend 
upon: 1. Seed; 2. Culture.

2. CULTURE. The culture of an 
annual flower is not a laborious task 
or trial of skill.

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QUALITY IN OUR 
FIELD GROPS 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 

The attainment of quality is the 
“worth while” of farming. Livestock, 
the best of their breed, well-fed and 
thrifty; fruit, large of size, rich in 
color and flavor; crops, vigorous, free 
from weeds, productive and pure of 
variety; these things represent “qual- 
ity,” and its attainment should be the 
goal of our farming ambitions. 

As applied to fleld crops, it has to 
be considered in two ways, first, the 
quality of*the standing crop, second, 
the quality of the threshed grain. 
The quality of the crop in the field 
is determined by the state of tilth 
and fertility that the seed bed is in 
at the time of sowing, and by the care 
given to the selection and cleaning 
of the seed previous to seeding. 

Quality in the threshed grain is det- 
ermined largely by the same factors. 
Vigorous plants are essential for the 
production of large, plump grain, and 
these can only be produced in a well- 
tilled fertile seed bed and by a vig- 
orous variety which is the product of 
careful breeding and selection. The 
purity and uniformity of a variety can 
be maintained only by consistent sel- 
ection through the medium of the 
seed plot and the fanning-mill.

“And this word, yet once more, sig-, 
nifieth the removing of those things.

cannot *be shaken may - remain.”— 
Heb. “12: 28, 


The epistle to .the Hebrews was 
written: to:comfort and sustain the 
heartg of the people, who were puz- 
zled and distressed by the revolution- 
ary changes which marked the pas- 
sing of Judaism and the rise of 
Christlanity. 

Transition periods, when “the old 
order changes, yielding place to new,’ 
are times of great tribulation to those 
who have been established in the 
traditions of the past, times of very' 
great danger to those. who have 
formed no firm convictions of truth | 
and who drift helplessly on the con-! 
stantly shifting tides of public opin- 
ion.

PURCHASERS. 


Prime beef brought 3214 cents on 
the hoof at the sale of fat stock held 
at the Exhibition grounds, Edmonton, 
on Friday afternoon. This was real- 
ized for the first prize University 
steer, and was bought by the Swift- 
Canadian company, Edmonton. He 
was an Angus, weighed about 1480 
pounds, was two years old last 
month, and was bred by W. Porter- 
field, of Brandon. He was shown in 
the calf feeding dompetition by one 
of Wm. Gilbert’s children last spring, 
and was bought shortly afterwards 
by the University and used as one of 
the demonstration steers for the live 
stock classes all winter. He was a 
dandy animal and in fine condition. 
The next University steer was sold 
for 20 cents, also to Swifts. This was 
not the reserve champion however, 
as the University had decided to keep 
him over till next fall. The reserve 


weighed 1325 pounds, and. was bred |’ 


by H. J. Scott, of Innisfail. 

P. Burns & Co. paid the second 
highest price-for the fat stock offer- 
ed. They bought the Angus steer of 
Thos. Henderson, of Lacombe. He 
weighed 1140 pounds and was only 
19 months old. The price was 26 
cents. P. Burns & Co. bought cight 
counting steers and calves. 

Another of the University steers 
sold to Swifts for 19%4 cents, the An- 
gug McDonnell steer to P. Burng for 
13% cents; Alexander Gillies of 
Lougheed sold his bull for 15 cents to.

Hills & Co. bought the 
two three-year-old steers shown by 
the University of Alberta, one for 18 
cents and the other for 17% cents.

GERMANY HAD BIG PLANS FOR

Berne, April 4.—Mathias Erzberger, 
chairman of the German armistice 
commission, and a member of the 
German government, wag accused of 
being the author of a document writ- 
ten in 1914, showing that Germany's 
peace terms, if she won, would in- 
clude large annexations and indemn- 
ities, by Herr Landauer, a represent- 
ative of the Munich soldiers’ and 
workmen's council, in a speech at 
Augsburg, Bavaria, according. to a 
dispatch to the Frankfort Zeitung. 

Landauer, who wag speaking at a 
meeting in memory of Kurt Eisner, 
the Bavarian premier, said he had a 
copy of the ddcument. 

Among the peace terms mentioned 
in the document, Landauer said, were: 

“Annexation of Belginm, French 
Normandy and several towns on the 
south-eastern coast of England. 

“Annexation of th& territories on 
the eastern frontier of Germany, 
which have since become separate 
states. Establishment of a large 
German colonial empire. Payment of 
a war indemnity calculated to cover 
Germany's expenses during the, first 
ten months of the war, as well as the 
entire German debt before the war.” 

Herr Landauer asserted that these 
terms were approved in principle by 
Gen. von Falkenhayn, Gen. von Molt- 
ke and Admiral von Tirpitz.

A SEDITIOUS MEETING. 


Cardinal Gibbons and his Sinn Fein 
friends in the United States held a 
mass meeting in Philadelphia on 
February 23rd, and practically de- 
clared war on Great Britain, says the 
Toronto Sentinel. 
garding Irish Independence was pro- 
posed by the Cardinal. It was based 
on a “declaration of principles” which 
contained this clause:— 

“A state of war therefore exists be- 
tween England and Ireland, which in 
the interest of the peace of the world, 
-the Peace Conference cannot ignore.” 

The whole tone of the meeting was 
anti-British and anti-American. Brit- 
ain and the United States are still 
allies against a cOmmon enemy. Al- 
though hostilities have ceased in Eur- 
ope.the war is not really over—peace 
has not yet’ been signed. The meet- 
ing at Philadelphia then was clearly 
a violation of the Constitution of the 
United States, Article III, section 3 
of which reads as follows: 

“Treason against the United States 
shall consist only in levying war 
against them, or in adhering to their 


enemies, giving them aid and comfort.

INFANT MORTALITY. IN CANADA 
“BAT A VERY HIGH RATE. 


Ottawa, April 4—In his speech on 
the creation of the federal health de- 
partment in the*housg last night Hon. 
N, W.. Rowell, referring to the ques-' 
tion of infant mortality, said New Zea- 
land paid most attention to this mat- 
ter, and as a result that country! 
showed only fifty deaths per thousand 
babies under one year old. Other 
countries showed the following num- 
ber of deaths per thousand - babies 
under one year: a , 

Australia, 68; Sweden, 70; Switzer- 
land, 91; Denmark, 95; England and 
Wales, 110; France 78; Russia, 248. 

In Canada the number of deaths 
per thousand babies under one year, 
by provinces, was as follows: 

Saskatchewan, 91; Prince Edward 
Island, 93; Ontario, 107; British Col- 
umbia, 107; Manitoba, 113; Nova 
Scotia, 120; Quebec, 153. : 

A comparison of cities in Canada 
with London, England, where’ the 
death rate per thousand babies under 
one year wag only 89, wag given by 
the speaker.

Sherbrooke, 101; Toronto, 109; Van- 
couver, 126; Winnipeg, 144; Quebec, 
203; Montreal, 207; Ottawa, 224.

~ TERESTS COME 
BEFORE THOSE OF U.S. 


NO INTENTION OF BRITAIN TO 
. EASE UP ON CLAIMS FOR IN- - 
DEMNITY FROM GERMANY 


London, April 3.—A full dress de- 
bate on the question of the proceed- 
ings of the peace conference in regard 
to the payment of indemnities took 
place today. A number of members 
expressed apprehension that Germany 
might succeed in her efforts to avoid 
payment in full. 

It was pointed out that Germany 
might be bankrupt now, but that the 
development of her resources would 
enable her to pay. Furthermore, it 
was not the business of the delegates 
at Paris to say what Germany could 
pay. Their affair wag to present the 
bill; it was Germany's business to 
find ways and means of meeting her 
obligations. 

Andrew Bonar Law, replying, did 
not think there was any foundation 
for the statement that Lenine’gs gov- 
ernment had offered certain terms of 
peace. Neither he nor the prime min- 
{ster knew anything about it. In re- 
gard to indemnities,Bonar Law stated 
that the government intended to get 
from Germany whatever amount could 
be got from her. In this connection 
they had not been informed by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

Looking at the whole problem of 
the war, Britain's aim was to secure 
peace now and hereafter. Unless, as 
a result of the war the closest possi- 
ble understanding eventuated, not 
only with France, with whom we had 
been all the time on good terms, but 
also with the United States, with 
whom there had been a lot of mis- 
understanding, a great deal would 
have been lost. The government re- 
cognized the greater sufferings of 
some of our allies, and desired to be 
fair to them, but in connection with 
reparation the government must be 
just to the empire as regards the dis- 
posal of money. 

He hoped that whatever was done 
would be done by all the associated 
powers, but Franco-British interests 
were more direct than those of the 


United States.

BOLSHEVIKS SUFFER 
DISASTER 


NORTHERN CAUCASUS CLEARED 
OF THEM NOW. 


London, April 3.—The northern Cau- 
casus from the Black Sea to the Cas- 
pian Sea has been entirely cleared 
of the Bolsheviki as the result of the 
successful campaign of General Dene- 
kine in that region in January and 
Februnry, according to an _ official 
report issued here. . 

The anti-Bolshevik leaders fighting | 
having ceased,are forming new forces 
of Cossacks and other natives. Re- 
ports say that the capture of Vladi- 
kakivaz on January 28, by troops 
under General Skuro, completed the 
campaign against the Bolsheviki, in 
which 60,000 prisoners, more than 
2,000 guns, 360 machine guns, 100 
locoinotives und thousands of railway 
carg were taken. 

A report from Odessa on February 
13 said that the army of General Den- 
ekine had captured a Bolshevik army 
of 100,000 men.of whom more than 
31,000 were made prisoners. 

JOIN HANDS WITH ALLIES. 

Reuter’s learnsthat a partyof about 
400 Siberian troops from Admiral Kol- 
chak’s army recently travelled on 
snow shoes from Siberfa and joined 
handg with the allied north Russian 
expeditionary force near Tritze on 
the Pelchuria river. 

A telegram from Omsk, dated 
March 28, states that according to the 
newspaper Ruskia Armonia, a 
line of communication between Ad- 
miral Kolchak‘s forces has been es- 
tablished and firmly assured. It is 
authoritatively stated that the allied 
garrisons at Odessa are now greatly 
strengthened. 7 

The French commander is _ confid- 
ent to be able to hold the town. The 
Bolshevikihave nowreached the outer 
defences, which are very strong.

A decree issued by the Soviet of 
the city of Vladimir, the capital of the 
province of the same name, -/5 miles 
from Moscow: 

“Any girl having reached her 18th 
year and not having - married is 
obliged, subject to the most severe 
penalty, to register at the Bureau of 
Free Love of the Commissiarjt of 
Surveillance, 

“Having registered at the Bureau 
of Free Love, she has the right to 
choose from arhong the men between 
the ages of 19 and 50 a cohabitant 
husband. 

“Remarks—(1) The consent of the 
man in the said choice ig unnecessary. 
(2) The man on whom such a choice 
falls has no right to make any pro- 
test whatsoever against the infringe- 
ment. 

“The right to choose from a number 
of girls who have reached their 18th 
year is also given to men. 

“The opportunity to choose a hus- 
band or wife is to be presented once 
a month. 

“The Bureau of Free Love is aut- 
onomous. 

| “Men between -the ages of 19 and 
150 have the right to choose from 
jamong the registered women, even 
| without the consen; of the latter, in 
ae interest, of the state. 

“Children who are the issue of 
‘these unions are to become the prop- 
erty of the state.” 

The decree states further that it 
has been based on the “excellent ex- 
' ample of similar decrees already is- 
sued at Luga, Kolpin, etc.” 

A similar “project of provisional 
rights in connection with the sociali- 
zation of women in the city of Hvel- 
insk and vicinity” hag been published 
in the Local Gazette of the Workers’ 
‘and Soldiers’ Deputies. Mr. Simmons 
‘said. 

At that the Bolshevists of Vladimir 
Luga, Kolpin, Hvelinsk, etc., are con- 
servatives as compared with those of 
the city of Saratov. Saratov is the 
tenth largest city in all Russia, with 
a population of 217,000. ° 
| Mr. Simmons read a decree dated 
March 15, 1918, issued by the Anar- 
‘chist Soviet, which wag charged by 
| Lenine and Trotzky with the govern- 
ment of the city of Saratov.

GERMAN OUTLOOK 
VERY: GRAVE! 


THOUSANDS OPENLY PREACH 
THE BOLSHEVIST POLICY 


London, April 2.—Describing the 
outlook in Germany, the Berlin cor- 
respondent of The Mail says the 
crisis, which is rapidly approaching, 
seems certain to be graver_ than! 
either the January or March out- 
breaks. 

“One of the storm centres is Ba- 
varia, especially Munich,” he writes. 
“The situation in southern Germany 
has completely changed during the 
last three weeks. Thousands of ‘peo- 
ple, including many women, attend 
mass meetings, at which unadulter- 
ated Bolshevism ‘is advocated, an 
demands are made for the abolition 
of parliament. , 

“A political party has arisen that is 
even stronger than the Spartacans. 
The members of this party call them- 
selves Syndicalists, and are apparent- 
ly led or inspired by terrorists who 
escaped from Dusseldorf when gov- 
ernment troops occupied that city 
after the last rising. 

“Bolshevism ig working in Germany 
by propaganda, as it did in egal k 
and is wrecking and removing o 
tunities for work.” 

STREET FIGHTING 

Stuttgart, Tuesday, April 1.—Proc- 
lamation of a general strike of work- 
ing people throughout Wurttemburg 
today was met by a counter'strike on 
the part of the burgeoise. Street 
fighting developed in the afternoon, 
and three persons are believed to 
have been killed, while many were 
injured. 

The casualties occurred when a 
column of strikers, holding a demon- 
stration for their demands, met a 
large detachment of government 
troops with machine guns and armor- 
ed cars. 

The troops insisted that the strik- 
ers disperse. The strikers refused, 
and adopted a threatening attitude. 
After several warning shots, the 
troops fired. There was some brief 
hand-to-hand fighting, after which the 
demonstratorg were driven off and 
order restored for the time being. 

Stuttgart, however, ig growing ner- 
vous. The gas and fuel supplies have 
been cut off and the food situation is 
serious. 

Although the demands of the strik- 
erg are ostensibly for the removal of 
martial law, the release of political 
prisonerg and new elections for the 
soldiers’ and workmen's council, it is 
believed in government quarters that 
they are working under the surface 
to bring about the downfall of the 
government, by which they hope to 
endanger the national government. 

It is claimed it is intended that the 
strike here shall spread all over Ger- 
many. 

The Majority Socialists have not 
taken a definite attitude in the situ- 
ation and seemingly are divided. The 
Independent Socialists and the Spar- 
‘tacans are working together. Only 
two newspapers, one Majority Social- 
ist and one Independent are permit- 
ted to appear. 

TEXTILE WORKERS STRIKE 
Berlin, via Copenhagen, April 2.— 
The entire body of textile workers 

in the Cassel district of Westphalia 
has struck for higher wages. 
ANOTHER STRIKE ~ 

Copenhagen, April 2.—A_ dispatch 
received from Mulheim-on-Ruhr, says 
that all the workers employed in the 
great metal works owned by the 
Thyssen firm, have gone on strike. 

CLASH WITH POLICE 
’ Copenhagen, April 2.—According to 
the Berlin Lokal Anzieger, “Koenigs- 
berg” correspondent, there wag fight- 
ing lasting several hours with mach- 
ine guns and hand grenades between 
government forces and _ disorderly 
elements in Sensberg. The affray 


originated as a result of an attack on 
Sept who were roughly handled 
d threatened with death.

METAL WORKERS STRIKE. 

The Zeitung Am Mittag announces 
a strike in the Berlin metal industry 
involving all categories and including 
draftsmen and foremen numbering 
roughly 30,000 men. 

MUCH SHOOTING. 

The Vossische Zeitung says the 
Stuttgart streets are filled with great 
crowds and that there has been much 
shooting. The newspaper adds that 
the streets are patrolled by armored 
carg and police and whole companies 
of troops. 

It is officially announced, says the 
newspaper, that a large number of 
Spartacans from outside centres en- 
, tered the city in the last few days, but 
| that the government is master of the 
situation. 

A collision occurred at Esslingen, six 
miles southeast of Stuttgart, where a 
company of police were attacked with 
grenades. Several persons were kil- 
led or wounded. The food supply is 
ereatly endangered, according to the 
newspaper.

Rome, April 2.—(Canadian dispatch 
from Reuter’s)—The Osservatore Ro- 
manoe publishes correspondence be- 
tween the pope and the Russian Bol- 
shevist government, relative to the 
ill-treatment of the Russian clergy. 

Archbishop Sylvester, of Omsk, ap- 
pealing to the pope against this ill- 
treatment, stated that the Bolshevists 
had murdered 20 bishops and hun- 
dreds of priests, cutting off their 
arms and legs and flaying others 
alive. 

The pope appealed to Lenine to 
spare the Russian clergy. 

Tchitcherin brutally replied that 
Russians were all equal whatever 
their religion, and accused the clergy 
of hoarding food, while the people 
were starving. 

London, April 2.—(Canadian Press 
dispatch from Reuter’s).—The Sibe- 
rian minister of justice detailing the 
terrible atrocities by the Bolshevik 
prior to the evacuation of Perm, lays 
special stress on the tortures of cler- 
gy. One of the worst cases was that 
of Archbishop Andronique, who was 
buried alive.
